Nat Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part conjunctiy and ſeverally, ſpectally con⸗ 
ſtitute, Gꝛeeting: Fozalmuch as, We, out of Pur Royal Care and Lenders 
neſs to Our good Subjects, who have advanced and furniſhed Meat, Dzink, Fozrage, 
Monep, oz other neteſſar P;oviſions to Pur Foꝛtes, Habe already, with Advice of the Loꝛds 
of Dur Pzivy Council, Ennited two "hel Pꝛoclamations, fo: Fnbzinging the Accompts 


of what has been ſo Furniſhed, that the ſame might be payed to the Furniſhers ; And Con⸗ 
ſidering, That there are ſeveraiof theſe Accompts not yet come in to the Clerks of Coun+ 
til, anb that there are ſeveral! Advancements made to the ſatds Fozces, which could not come 
in at the Diets pꝛeſtred in the lalds Pꝛoclamations; And being Reſolved, That the old 
Reſts als well as new Advancements be tiinouſly payed out of the Fonds appointed foꝛ that 
end by Act of Pazitament : Therefoze We, with Advice of the ſaids Lozdxof Our Pꝛivy 
Counetl, Do hereby Pꝛoꝛogat the Dyets appointed by Our fozmer Pzoclamations, foꝛ Yn- 
bzinging the Accompts due by Our Fozces to the Countrey, to the firſt day of March nerf; 
and Appoints all Perſons to give in the Accompts of what is furniſhed by them to the ſaids 
Fozces, with the Puſtructions and Uerifications thereof, in the Terms of Our fozmer 
Pꝛotlamations, to the ſaids Clerks of Dur Pzivy Council, betwirt and the ſaid firſi day of 
March next, with Certification to fuch as ſhall fail to give in the ſame, they ſhall never be re- 
ceived, noꝛ allowed at any time hereafter, but ſhall be repute as ſatisfied: And to the effect 
that all Peꝛſons concerned may have timous notice of Our Plealure in the Pꝛemiſſes, Our 
Wil is herekoze, and we Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our 
Tetters ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat⸗Croſs of Edinburgh, and the whole remanent Mercat- 
Croſſes ot the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Dhires and Stewartries within this Pur King⸗ 
dom, and in Dur Nameand Authozity, by open Pꝛoclamation, make Publication of the 
Pꝛemiſſeg, that none may pꝛetend ignoꝛance. And We Oꝛdain theſe P:elents to be P2tuted, 
and Publiſhedin manner fozeſatd, ; |
